FISH FOR EVERYBODY 


.State 
Department 
is 
Sending ] ou 
“Small Fry’* and ’Frogs. 
Probably a million and a half trout 
will be distributed from the hatcher­ 
ies of the State Department of Fish­ 
eries this Fall and the coming Winter 
and Spring. These trout, according to 
State Commisioner of Fisheries N. R. 
Buller, are all a year old and capable 
of taking care of themselves and the 
listribution will be 
on the 
most ex­ 
tensive scale ever known in the State, 
incidentally, the trout 
have all been 
distributed to people who have given 
assurances that they will 
look after 
them and make reports. 
Many of th* 
odividuals and clubs 
receiving troul 
for “planting” had charge of similar 
work a year ago and 
made reports. 
The trout are being 
shipped 
mostly 
rom Bellefonte and the 
Erie county 
m.cherie*. 
Large quantities of 
young catfish, 
Mack bass, sunfish, 
perch 
ami blue­ 
gills arc also being sent out and while 
the low water has interfered to a cer­
